COUNTRY WAS SETTLED.

How a Bilk Weaver of Damascus Was
Ralsed to the Rank of Master Work-
man—Impressive Coremonies in an An-
clent Trade Organimtion.

The labor leaders of the present day
have, as & rale, little if any conception of
the antiquity of organizations similar to
thair own, similar in that they sought to
lmprove and elevate their members, yet
dissimilar in the means adopted to accoms
plish the desired end. In the making of
silk nud silk embroideries the workmen of
Damasens have for many decades held a
reputation only surpassed by that of the
Damasscene steel workers, and the excel
lence of the Damascus steel 8 a matter of
historical fact, The avernge American
muy be surprised at lenrning of the exist-
enceof trades unlons nmong these artisans
of the orient,

It is neverthelsss o fact that the work.
ingmen of that old and historic city are not
only up insuch matters with their bretbren
of western dountriey, but can be considerid
ameng the ploneers in industrial organiza-.
tion and united effort for protection and
pelf improvement, The traditional rules
and usages governing these unlons are
primitive, to be sure, yet do not lack origi-
nality and wisdom when taken into con-
sideration their surroundings and condi-
tions of life, and compared with their more
favored brethren of Christian lands,

Some goso far as to assert that these
owe much totheir enstern fellows for their
regulations, Others go farther and say
that the very idea of secret societies wos
organized and put into exeention among
the workingmen of the éast, who, long be
fore Europe was civilized and Amerien dis-
eoversd, banded themselves into well gov-
erned orgavizations for mutual improve
ment and protection. The degree of skill
required, the croclal tests imposed, ghe
stunding a man was compelled to have
among his  fellow workmen before he
eould be ndmitted to the ranks of the mns-
ters of his craft, were for too exuct
ing to be looked upon with favor by the
workman of the Nineteenth century, and
Yot the results, both to the man himeelf
and the eraft he represented, wers worth
the trouble, 88 & man who had been ad-

mitted to the ranks of the mnsters was |

held in high respect apd the product of his
lnbor was always in demund,

Each union had Its own officers, who
combined to form a grand council, com-
posad of & geand ninster workman and his
nssistants, & grand marshal aod assistant,
# grand deputy and his assistunt, and all
the master workmen of the different trades
of the city. A sllk weaver desiring to be
riadged to the grude of master made appli-
ciation to the council. A sample of Lis
work was submitted for criticism and
examinntion to all the master wenvers,
who agreed upon his promotion and =0
reported to the master workman of the
trade. He sent his depuly to inform the
candidate by handing him the traditional
“olive branch,” or {ta substitute, a bou-
quet of flowers, which he kissed thank-
fully, declaring at the same time his un
Iwr.mrl.lnlnu&u of the great honor in store for
i,

The ceremony of inftintion took place at
the house of the grand master workmaon of
all the trades, in deference to the wishes of
the candidate, if he were willing to pay for
the unusual honor and favor. Assembling
at the house the candidate was placed ina
roam apart from the others, and the grand
master workman, bhaving secured the re-
spectiul attention of the masters who were
present, sald to them: *We have assembled,
brethren, in order to ralse your associate to
the honorable rank of master, and to bind
him to us with the mystic tieand to in-
trust him with the grand and precious se-
creb of our brotherhood. What say you,
muaster workmen of thesilk weaver's trade?
The work and behavior, as well as the char-
acter of the candidate, whose conduct [
have ascertained from all members of our
trade and found to be good, entitle him to
this great honor, Here is n sample of his
work; let the brethren judge for theme
splves,"

Then an elegant silk shawl was passed
around aod the declsion was made,

The enndidate was then led into the room
by four masters from hLisown trade, fol-
lowed by his champlon, the master work-
man of his union, who oarriéd a lurge
apron, together with additionnl samples of
the candidate’s work, and was made to
kneel in the middleof the room during the
ceremony. When the chanting of various
selections from the Koran was through the
candidate was prompted in giving the
usunl greetings toall workmen in these
terms: “I greet all the toilers of the east,
those of the west, of the nqrth and south
with athousand usl Thousand greet-
ings toall the generous and fafthful broth-
ers/" The candidate was then made to
stand and salute in the four points of the
compass. Then the master of his trade
brought the apron and wrapped it around
him twice, muttering the blessings of Allah
all the time,

The grand master 'workman of all the
trades gave o long and instroctive lecture,
telling the candidate to be loyal to the in-
terests of his fellows and to those of his
trade, whose secret processes he must never
betray. He then took a long towel and re-
quested all present to bow their heads and
keep perfect silence. The candidate, who
was kneeling on the right knee, extended
lis right hand to reccive the “'grip” from
the hand of the grand master workman,
which was covered from view by the towel,
This was followed by the bending of the
grand master Workman toward the candi-
dicte's ear and whispering to him solemnly
the covennnt and the grent secret woml.,

The ceremony elosed with the congratn-
litions of those assembled to the candi-
date, a general merrymaking and the par-
taking of refreshments by all present.—
New York Tribune.

Luxuriant Plant Life in Californin

When Americans came to California
they were sugprised at the variations that
they observed In familiar plants, The
elderberry, which is only slightly different
from the elderberry bush of the Atlantic
slope, often becomes a tree of from two to
four feet in diameter and thirty or forty
fect high, This is merely & matter of local
environment, rich soll and shelter; the
game species is a mero shrub on the rocky
hillsides of the const range. The bronze
leaved Iticinns, which makes a semitropic
sumimer gnrtden in front of many an Atlan-
tic coast cottage, grows for year after year
in Californis, until & section of its stem a
foot and a half in diameter can be ob-
tained by any collector of vegetable curios-
ities, Geraniums, nasturtinms, tomntoes
and many other plants useful and other-
wise escape from cultivation, modify their
habits of growth and soon become wild
agnin

Many plants of Mexieo, Peru, Chlli, the
Hawaiinn Islands, Australin, New Zealand,
South Africa and the Mediterranean shores
have already become dangerous weeds,
The loquat, a choice frmit of Japan, is al-
ready growing wild in some canyons where
plenic purties have left the secds Apri-
cots, peaches, cherries and English wal-
nuts have been found in the forests—chance
seedlings, growing with the madronos and
manzanitas.—Charles H. Bhinp’ in Cen-
tury.
